On the 19th.February 1897 you answered the above mentioned ~- 
paper substantially as follows: As to the first point you admitt- 
ed that the right to reside in the interior existed by Treaty, 
and you deemed it useless to issue any formal decree. 

As to the second point you conceded that the American 
missionaries should be treated like the French missionaries. 

As to the third point you conceded that the local authorities 
should be punished for not taking precautionary measures to pre- 
vent riots, but you did not concede in treating this and the next 
point that Governors and Viceroys should be punished when anti- 
foreign riots occur in their jurisdictions. 

You argue that if "severe punishment were to be inflicted 
on officials who have failed to deal properly with missionary 
cases it is feared that the people would treat them with cont empt*® 


and you declined to carry out the suggestions presented to you. 


In this connection it is proper to refer to the demand made * 


~~ 


by me November 23, 1896 that certain delinquent officials who 
failed to.do their duty in the matter of the Kutien riots, which 
took place August lst, 1895, should be punished. 

Acting under the instructions of my Government I demanded 


that suitable punishment should be awarded to those officials. 


On the 29th November 1896 you replied that “it is not con- 


yenient now to pursue the matter any further." 
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Thus curtly, and cavalierly, you disposed of the demand made 


by my Government. In spite of this inconsiderate treatment i am 
disposed to consider the question of foreign riots as one chiefly 
relating to the future, and if I can secure ‘at your hands a 
proper treatment of the matter of prevention of ant i-foreign 
riots, I might consent to drop the consideration of the punish- 
ment of officials who have been heretofore delinquent, else I 
shall be compelled to keep the question open, subject to such 
action as international occurrences may require. 

What I desire China to do is to make anti-foreign riots 
impossible, Her character, credit, and standing before the world 
greatly depend on her action in this regard. She no longer 


occupies a position of seclusion, She has gone into the markets 


of the world as a borrower. She has undertaken great works of | 
internal improvement, It is a new China which is appearing to 
the gaze of mankind, and she is to all intents and purposes a | 
member of the family of nations. Yet day by day riots occur,

foreigners. 


On the silliest of pretexts whole communities are thrown 
into ter-or, and ships of war are summoned to be ready to protect 


the foreigners against rioters. 
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As a friend of China, as well as a representative of some 
of these foreigners, I am looking around for remedial and preven- 
tive action that may secure peace and tranquility. It is wéthh 


your while to join seriously in this discussion, because ultimate- 


ly your Government suffers in loss of character,influence, public 
respect, as welt as pecuniarily by riots. You can no longer, as 
in the past, regard the opinion of the world as valueless. our

them like rats, I have seen men lose their health, and women 
made crazy by the perils and sufferings put upon them by mobs. 
Por China and fcr humanity I ar anxious to do something to stop 
these ever recurring outrages.

human being. Your Viceroys and your Governors have the undoubted

Your Excellency: 

The Princes and Ministers have the honor to 
inform the Minister of the United States that on the Sth of June 
last they received a communication from the Governor of Kwangsi 
stating that under the provisions of Treaty when foreigners 
travel in the interior of China they should have passports issued 
either by their Ministers or Consuls, the ressports stating where 
shee propose to travel and to be countersigned by the local 
authorities, 

The passports if demanded by the local authorities must be 
produced for examination in the localities passed through. 

Missionaries travelling in the provinces for the purpose of 
preaching should conform to the rule laid down. 

Recently cases have transpired of foreigners visiting Kwang- 
si who have failed to exhibit their passports to the local 
authorities for examination and hence no trace of their movements 
could be ascertained and due protection afforded them, :his is 
in violation of treaty which requires that due protection be 


accorded them, 


The Governor requests that the foreign representatives at 
Peking be asked te instruct their Consuls in the matter ene that 
the Viceroys and Governors of the various provinces shoule 
communicate with the foreign Consuls asking them to instruct their 


missionaries 
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missionaries to present their passports for examination in the 
localities through which they pass to the end that due protection 
may be accoraed them as provided by treaty. 

By the French Treaty, Frenchmen may reside permanently or 
move about at their pleasure at the treaty ports or in places 
adjacent thereto without passports, the same as natives residing 
in the interior, Although the interior of Kwangsi cannot be 
regarded in the same light as a honey port, still French mission- 
aries have established chape}s and mission stations there, and 
some have permanently resided there while others have traveled 
at their pleasure, the same as natives in the interior. 

It cannot be said for certain when bad characters in the 
interior and wandering banditti may appear and when missionaries 
travel from one place to another and they do not inform the 
local authorities of their whereabouts so that men may be deputed 
to protect, perhaps they might suddenly find themselves confrcnted 
with banditti and the officials, in thay case, would be put off 
their guard. 

The Governor requests that in accordance with the provisions 
of the French Treaty French officials will not deliver passports 
to their nationals when they are applied for except for places 
not infested by banditti. He asks that in future all foreign 
missionaries be instructed when traveling in the interior to 
avoid visiting places inhabited by banditti and also the impover- 
ished and remote a on the frontier. 

In their travels they should also be instructed to present 
their passports to the local authorities for examination so that 
men may be deputed to protect them and proper care be taken to : 
avoid any mishap to them. 
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The Yamen would observe that the representations made by the 


Governor of Kwangsi are based upon the Treaties and for due pro- 
tection to the missionaries and forsign travelers, 
Communications have been sent to the various viceroys and 
Governors on the subject and as in duty bound the rrinces and 
Ministers send this communieation to the Minister of the -nited 


States for his action fin the premises,

Your Highnesses and 
Your Excellencies: 
I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your communication of the second instant relating 
to the exhibition of passports by travelers in China and matters 
connected therewith. 

This matter was elaborately discussed about three years ago. 
I concede that Americans traveling in the interior should have 
passports. I think ee always have. I concede also that "these 
passports if demanded must be produced for examination in the 
localities passed through." 

This is the language of Article IX of the British treaty 
of 1858. I do not concede that the traveler must exhibit his 
passport unless it is demanded, 

The passports should state the names of the Provinces in 
which the bearer thereof proposes to travel. It is impracticable 
to ane the route that he will follow. He secures the right , 
to travel in four provinces, and it is scarcely possible to state 
in advance what routes he will take, 

Different systems prevail in the various countries as ta: 
issuing passports, 

Under our system the passports are issued by the Minister 


only. They are sent to you and are countersigned by the vovernor 
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of the city of Peking. It is not necessary or practicable that 
any other authority should iid cide them, 

It is true that Article IX above cited states that "passports 
will be issued by theif Consuls (meaning British Consuls) and 
countersigned by the local authorities," 

As our Consuls do not babigs passports this ati has no 
application to us. As nobody can countersign passports issued 
by this Legation except the Governor of the city of Peking it is 
presumed that you had no intention to refer to the United states 
in this matter. 

You further state that all foreign missionaries should be 
instructed not to visit places infested by banditti. i see no 
objection to this suggestion. I have wamned our Consuls to 
represent to American travelers that there was danger in traveling 
routes infested by banditti, and that such routes should be 
avoided. It will always afford me pleasure to cooperate with 
you in any practicable suggestions as to rules governing passports 
but it must be borne in mind that in this matter the treaties 
eontrol., They do not require travelers to exhibit their passports 
unless they are demanded, and I cannot change the treaties. it 


is presumed that they would be exhibited readily in case protec- 


tion were needed,

Your Excellency: 

The Princes and Ministers have the honor to 
inform the Minister of the United States that hitherto no Foreign 
Settlement has ever been defined or marked off at the Treaty port 
of Foochow. Foreign goods have constantly been sent into the 
interior and when the likin office levied likin there has always 
been a wrangle or contest as to the payment of same and such a 
system should certainly not continue for a protracted period. 

The Yamen thereupon addressed the authorities te examine 
into the regulations hitherto existing, to consult the treaties 
and clearly define the boundary line within which foreign goods 
are exempt from the payment of likin and thus neoka any further 
contentions. 

The Foochow authorities have now reported “that no Foreign 
Settlement has ever been defined or marked off at Foochow, 

By the terms of the Chefoo Convention it states with refer- 
ence to the one within which likin ought not to be collected 
on foreign goods at the open ports X X X the ground rented by 
Peveigners (the so-called concessions) at the different ports 
is to be regarded as the area of exemption from likin. It may 
be observed that the ground rented by foreigners (or concessions) 
is only one place at a treaty port and the entire treaty port 


is not a concession or settlement. 
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At Shanghai and Tientsin a concession or settlement has been 
defined, It has never been heard of that inside and outside of 
these cities are regarded as concessions or settlements. There 

is proof to verify this statement. 

The foreign merchants at Foochow reside south of the City 
wetane at Fan Chuan Pu and neighborhoody and according to treaty 
this is the only piace and boundary line where likin should be 
exempted. As to foreign goods owned esither by Chinese or 
foreigners conveyed to the north of the City bridge, it may be 
stated that the north of the bridge is regarded as the interior 
and if goods are not covered by inland passes they should pay 
likin. The Yamen is requested to place the above on file for 
future reference," 

The Yamen woulé observe that the place proposed by the 
Foochow authorities is certainly just and equitable and the 
boundary line very clearly defined. The south of the city bridge 
should therefore be boundary line where foreign goods are exempted 
from likin, but goods conveyed north of the bridge must pay likin. 

In addressing the Minister of the United States on the 
subject the Princes and Ministers beg that he will instruct the 


United States Consul at Foochow to take action accordingly.

Your Highnesses and 
Your Excellencies: 
I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your despatch of the second instant, 

You therein staté that you addressed the local authorities 
at Foochow directing them to examine into the area in which Likin 
ean be collected and that they have reported shat in the area 
south of the Wanchow bridge likin should not be levied, but that 
north of the bridge is regarded as the interior, and therec likin 
should be levied, You request me to direct the United States 
Consul at Foochow to act accordingly. 

Some months ago I requested you to refer this matter to the 
local authorities and the foreign Consuls, and to let them report 
a decision to be treated between you and the foreign representa- 
tives at Peking. It seems that you did not approve of this 
| suggestion and that you have preferred to take action alone 
without consulting the representatives of the foreign countries 
whose people do business in Chiwgy’ This is not the rule hereto- 
fore adopted in China where commercial questions affecting the 
construction of treaties have been usually treated in consultation 
with all the powers who are interested in such treaties. 

You cite on this eiegttin the Chefoo Convention as if it 
were conclusive. You know perfectly well that it is not conclu- 
sive. You knew that we argued some years ago the same question 
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as to two points in Formosa, 


In the Chefoo Convention Sir Thomas Wade agreed “to move 
his Government to allow the ground rented by foreigners (the 
so-called Concessions) at the different ports to be regarded as 
the area of exemption from likin." But this question was 


never settled by the British Government.

In the additional Articles to the Convention signed at 
London, July 18th, 1885, clause I states that: "As regards the. 
arrangement above peteeres to and proposed in clauses I and II 
of Section III of the Chefoo Agreement, it is agreed that they 
shall be reserved for further consideration between the two 
Governments," vs Seer 

This is the west definite action ever taken by the two 
Governments, or by any other Government, to establish the port 
limits or likin area exemptions.’ The question is, therefore, 
left as it originally stood under the Treaties of 1842 and 1858, x? 
Let us go back to these Treaties. By the Treaty of Nankin (1842) 
between Great Britain and China five "Cities and tows" were | 
opened to trade; among these being Foochow, 

In 1858 the Tientsin Treaty’ between the same powers renewed 
and confirmed the Treaty of Nankin; and it also declared in 
Article XI that "In addition to the Cities and towns of Canton, 
Amoy, Foochow, Ningpo and Shanghai opened by the Treaty of Nankin 

“ae is agreed that British subjects may frequent the cities and 
ports of Newchwang, Tang-chow (Chefoo), Taiwan, Chao-chow (Swatow) 
and Kiung-chow | (Hainan )." 


The language of these two treaties is too plain to admit 


of any other construction than that the above mentioned Cities 
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and towns were opened to trade and that British subjects wepe 
"permitted to carry on trade with whomsoever they please and 
to proceed to and fro at pleasure with their merchandize,* 

Turning to the treaties with the United States we find that 
by Articles 2, 3, 5 and 20 of the treaty of Wanghia of July 3rd, 
1844 the citizens of the United States are privileged to carry 
on trade without molestation at the five ports mentioned, 

This treaty uses the word "ports", In the Treaty of Tientsin 
1858 Articles 12, 14 and 15 the words “ports and cities" are 
used. Article 14 reads as follows: "The citizens of the United 
States are permitted to frequent the ports and cities of Canton, 
Fuh-chau etc.” 

It would seem that the right to unrestricted trade in the 
open cities, towns and ports of China sa Sietaeiids, 

The French treaty of 1858 Article VII says “ports and cities" 
so does the German Treaty of 1861 Article VI; and so do the 
treaties of China with Brazil, Japan, Peru, Portugal and other 
countries, 

Let us look at the question with reference to the city of 
Foochow. In 1845 the British Consul Lay established his Consu- 
late on the hill known as Wu-Shih Shan a distance of about one 
mile from the south gate within the city walls. The Consulate 
remained there until a few years ago when it was voluntarily 
transferred to the island of Nantai as a matter of convenience. 
During all this time foreign merchants were allowed to transport 
their merchandize into the city free of likin duty. The foreign 
hongs were then established on the north bank of the river Min, 
where they remained until about 1870-1871, Until the most of 
then were removed to the south bank of the river there was no 
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trouble ever the likin question, 

The Chinese authorities made no attempt to demand likin 
from foréign merchants until about the year 1887; and when the 
matter was presented to them by the Consuls they readily yielded, 
Por the first time in October 1892 the Chinese authorities 
decléped that the native City of Foochow was in the interior and 
hence beyond the ons +e of the port, 

In November 1892 ‘the Chinese authorities admitted that the 
foreign merchant had the right to transport their goods free of 
likin to the north side of the river, but not into the city. 
Since then there has been a continual dispute. Goods have been 
seized and released, and likin has been refunded, 

It is plain that the matter in the interest of peace and 
quiet ought to be settled, but it should not be settled without 
conference with the foreign representatives. 

One Onn 

The old apeuments which were abided by for many years should 
be re-affirmed. Gradual encroachments on Treaty eighte should 
be checked. In this matter the words "Cities and ports" mean 
exactly what they say. 

Do you charge likin siliideiae Tientsin and Taku; between 
Shanghai and Woosung; between Canton and Whampoa for example? 

For the reasons stated I must decline to instruct the Consul 
of the United States as you request, and must on the other hand - 


request you to adopt some mode by which the likin exemption

With these Reports the work of the Committee ends, in so far 


as it bears upon the general subject of Taxation and possible 
Tariff Revision; in forwarding these documents I would therefore 
venture, on behalf of my selleaguce and myself, to express the 
hope that the result of the Committee's labours may serve to 
throw some light upon the obstacles which chiefly stand in the 
way of commercial progress in China, and to point out those 
measures which seem best calculated to remove the disadvantages 
now affecting the Empire's foreign trade. 

Putting aside for the moment, the subject of Tariff Revision, 
as a matter dependant upon the initiative of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, this Committee would point out that the general question 
of internal taxation is one which per se calls urgently for 
reform. Mile it is fully realised that, in the interest of the 
Chinese producer, certain remedial measures - notably as regards 
the preparation of tea and silk - are highly necessary for thé a 


st imal ation of exports, the keynote of each Sectional Report will 


be 
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be found in the conclusion that, so long as the present system 
of arbitrary and unlimited provincial taxation continues, the 
satisfactory development of the resources of the China trade 
must be a matter of impossibility. 

Without going into the stent ot a question which has 
occupied the attention of diplomatists at Peking for 40 years, 
there can be no doubt that the object held in view by the framers 
of the Tientsin Treaty was the substitution of one fixed duty 
payment for the irregular and vexatious levies even then in force, 
This is sufficiently proved by the correspondence which took 
place between Lord Elgin and the Foreign Office in November, 1858, 
wherein this object is unmistakeably set forth. From the date 
of the Tientsin Treaty, however, until the present day, this 
important point has been but imperfectly upheld in the face of the 
continual evasions and complications wherewith the Chinese 
Government has surrounded both the spirit and the letter of the 
Treaty itself. Many years have elapsed in the eihétend discuss-~- 
ion of points which are undoubt edly beside the main and vital 
principle; and the original intention of Art.XXVIII of the Treaty, 
which was evidently to protect foreign goods, irrespective of 
ownership, has been too frequeritly lost sight of. 

At the present time, although the protection afforded by the 
Transit Pass system has been extended, such levies as grower's 
taxes, loti-shui, and other forms of local and terminal taxation, 
show a aiatinet tendency to increase. The right claimed by the 
Chinese Provincial Authorities to impose such charges as they 
may think fit, both upon native produce before it reaches the 
foreigner’s hands, and upon foreign goods when they have passed

were made. To the foreign merchant it is a matter of indiffer- 


encé from what class of natives i.e, whether traders or consumers- 


illegal levies are exacted; for him; the essential point is that 
they shall not be levied at all, and that his goods, having paid 
the Treaty duties leviable thereon, shall thereafter be free to 
circulate throughout the length and breadth of China. 

Around this question, therefore centre the grievances and 
difficulties under which the foreign mercantile community labours 
today, and upon its solution are founded this Committee's hopes 
of a development of the China trade commensurate with the resour- 
ces of the Empire. It is the opinion of this Committee that if 
any local, terminal, or other taxation is recognisedly leviable 
by the Provincial Authorities, such levies should be cormute once 
and for all by a clearly-defined increase in the existing Tariff 
duties, and that, this addition having been made, foreign trade 
should henceforward be exempt from all further taxation whatso- 
ever. The question of assessing the proportion of the increased 
Tariff duties to be put aside for the compensation of provincial 
exchequers is one with which the Chinese aiseninnet should be 
fully able to deal - vide the successful working of the opium 
Lekin collection by the I.M. Customs.

I have the honor to inform you inat the Chinese 
authorities at the port of Soochow have issued a proclamation 
forbidding Chinese to sell land to foreigners outside of the 
concession, and that the Chinese authorities at the open of port 
of Hang-chow oppose foreigners residing in the native city of 
Hang-chow for purposes of trade. The positions taken by the 
Chinese authorities at Soochow and Hang-chow are thought to be 
untenable by many of the Consuls General here, and when approached 
by the Chinese on the subject I have answered that I would refer 
the matter to you. I understand that the other Consuls General 
have submitted, or will submit, the question to their respective 
Ministers, It occurs to me that if the port is an open port a 
foreigner ought to reside and trade anywhere he wishes within 
the boundary of the port as well as have the right to own property 
within such limits, :

I am in receipt of your despateh No.357 of the 17th instant 
wherein you inform me that the Chinese authorities at the open 
port of Sécchow have issued a proclamation forbidding Chinese 
to sell iand te fotfeigners outside of the Concession, and that 
the Ghinese authorities at the open port of Hangchow oppose 
foreigners residing in the native City of Hangchow for purposes 
of trade. This iatter question was brought to your attention 
in my despateh No.556 of July 12th. : . 

The question of Port area, and of exemption from likin dues 
has already arisen at Foochow, as you are aware, and I have 
addressed the Yamen in the sense that the city of Poochow is 
within the area of likin exemption.

The Minister of the United States replied that he had r 
ferred tha matter to the Consul General of the United States 
which is on record. 

On the 19th of July, the Yamen received a further communica- 
tion from the Governor of Chekiang, embodying a report from the

The said American has established in violation of treaty, an 
office in the city of Hangchow. 

Of the foreign trading ports in China, Shanghai dates the 
very earliest. It is situated on the Yang Kirr Pan and has been 
opened for over 50 years. It has never been heard of foreign 
merchants establishing Hongs in the city of Shanghai. There is 
ample proof that foreign Hongs have not been established at the 
treaty ports of Chinkiang, Tientsin and Foochow, 

In the lst year of the reign of Tung Chih, the English firm 
styled Li Cha Su Yo (?) established an office at Kalgan. The 
Tsungli Yamen addressed the British Minister in regard to the 
matter and received a reply that British neccheate want confine 
themselves to the treaty ports; they are not permitted to open 
mercantile houses in the interior, There is no rule against 
their doing business at the open ports. The said American in 
opening a Life Insurance Office in the city of Hangchow is in 
violation of scion aall 

The gentry of the city of Hangchow have also petitioned as 
follows:- 

"The trading port has been fixed and decided on, It is 
situated at Hung chien Bridge. Poreign merchants have stated 
that_when their Hongs have been built in the settlement they 


will at once move from the city, still mercantile sign boards. 
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have been put out and it would seem that they are not merely 


doing business temporarily in the city. 


The people have their suspicions. Besides, the autumn 


examinations for the 2nd degree will take place, at which a large 
concourse of students will appear, and it is to be greatly feared 
that some unexpected misfortune may occur, 


It would seem that the Treaty is violated by establishing

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foreign firms in the city of Hangchow, as there is no boundary 

or fixed limit there. In the first place foreign business should 
not be conducted there, and in the second place it is to be 
feared that the people would not be orderly and quiet,. and 
trouble would ensue involving foreigners and it is to be appre- . 
hended that it would be no easy matter to give adequate protection 
to them," 

The Governor would observe that a settlement has been marked 
off at Hangchow at a place called Hung Chien Bridge, where 
foreigners can carry on trade, purchase land and weit mercantile 
establishments. Hangchow is a city divided into sections. *rhere 
are a great many Chinese.doing business there, If foreign 
merchants are also to do business there, they will be right 
among st the Chinese, 


The Governor further states that it is his duty to keep order 


in Hangchow and nothing has been said about the city being 
opened as a trading place for foreigners. 

Further, the benefits that would accrue to foreign trade 
in the settlement would be best. | B 


The request is made that the Minister of the United States 


be communicated with asking him to issue instructions to have

and that no passports be issued to American merchants to establish

The Yamen would observe that the foreign settlements are not 
a dwelling place for both Chinese and foreign merchants; they are 
separated and hence peace and quiet prevail amongst them. ihis is 
in accordance with treaty as well as precedent and both foreigners 
and natives should conform thereto, A foreign settlement has 
been marked off and limits defined at a place called Hung Chien 
Bridge at Hangchow and it is right that the said Life Insurance 
Company should open its office withing the limits of said settle- 
ment. 

The representations of the Governor of Chekiang are in con- 
formity to treaty stipulations and his object is that foreigners 
and actives should live in peace and quiet and trouble thus be 
avoided. 

The Yamen in presenting the Governor's report would again

Your Highnesses and 
Your Excellencies: 

I have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your despatch of the 28th ultimo relating to the 
residence of an American citizen in the city of Hangchow. You 
therein set forth a communication from the Governor of Chekiang 
embodying a report from the Taotais of the Board of Foreign 
Affairs from which it appears that in addition to the Japanese 
settlement a large tract of land has been set apart at the Hung 
Chien Bridge as a trading place for foreigners. You further 
state that an American has established, in violation of treaty, an 
office in the city of Hangchow and you ask that I direct him to 
remove from said city. I am unable Go see any reason why, under 
the treaties, the said American or any other foreigner has not 
the right to reside in Hangchow. This right of residence is 
secured by the VI Article of the Shimonoseki Treaty as to the 
four towns which were opened by that treaty. The right of 
residence is guaranteed in cities which are ieee to trade in 
all treaties made between China and foreign powers, 

This right of residence is allowed in many cities of China 
among which are Chinkiang, Kiukiang, Wuhu, Ichang, Chungking, 


and Swatow. It existed also as to Canton and Foochow. 


The question involved touches the interest of all nationali- 
‘ties having treaties with China. It does not come within the 
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purview of my duty to arbitrarily settle this question. I have 


referred it to my Government and I request you to avoid taking 


any action thereon until I shall have received instructions on 


the subject. I suggest also that this question is a suitable 
one to be brought before the Diplomatic Body for its action 
thereon. At this season the members of the Diplomatic Corps are 
scattered in the country, at some distance from Peking and one 
is in Japan. The weather and the eondition of the roads make it 
difficult to secure a meeting of the Foreign Representatives 
immediately. I will take measures to secure such a meeting as 


soon as I can. I respectfully ¢equest that you suspend all

MEMORANDUM OF CONSULAR MEETING HELD AT RUSSIAN CONSULATE 


FOOCHOW, JULY 27TH, 1897. 


Wnder Treaty the rights of Foreigners to carry goods into 


the City free of taxation are complete. 


If the Chinese Government is anxious to obtain an alteration 


and diminution of these rights a quid pro quo must be given, 


The Consuls are willing to advise their Ministers that the 


City of Foochow and the part of the suburbs North of the red 
tine marked on this plan be no longer exempt from likin if (1) the 
illegal collection of likin on foreign goods after they have 
crossed this line be no longer made after the goods have passed 
into Chinese hands and (2) no further likin stations be establish- 
ed. 

~~ In consideration of the concession on their sess the Consuls 
would require that the part of the suburbs South of the red line, 
as well as Chung Chou Island and the Island of Nantai be free 
from likin, and that a distance of 2 1i within the harbour limits 
from the River bank on either side of the river be similarly 
acknowledged free from likin; and further that acne concession 
be made on the part of the Chinese Government which the Consuls 
can accept as the equivalent of what is given up by them.

Your Highnesses and 
Your Excellencies:- 

On the 30th November 1896 I had the 
honor to receive your despatch, in reply to mine of the 29th 
October, regarding the claim of the American oe Company for 
damages for the refusal of the Taotai Superintendent of Customs 
at Newchwang to permit two steamers chartered by said American 
Trading Co, to ship beans for export to Kobe in 1894. I have to 
state that I have taken steps to have the circumstances of this 
case examined into at Newchwan@ and I have received further 
reports on it from Shanghai. I find that the claim is a just 
one that the Inspector General's explanation set forth in your 
despatch of the 30th November last constitutes no defence against 
it and that the sum demanded should be paid in full with interest 
to date, 

The circumstances of this case are as follows: 

On the 24th October, se06. there appeared at the Custom 
House Shanghai Customs notification No.415 which stated that 
"Beans and Beancakes may be exported by neutrals as before the 
outbreak of hostilities," 

The American Trading Co. made inquiries and were assured by 


the Customs authorities that this applied to Newchwang, They 


accoréingly 
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accordingly chartered two German steamers, the "Vorwaerts"® and 
the "Rheingold", which they despatched to Newchwang to load with 
beans for Kobe, Japan, Early in November the SWecomneeta* arrived 
at Newchwang and discharged cargo. On the 6th November applica- 
tion was made by the agents of the charterers to the Commissioner 
of Customs, Mr. Hughes, for permission to pass their cargo out- 
wards, but Mr, Hughes refused and stated to Mr. Bush, agent of the 
steamer, that he could not allow him to pass export cargo because 
he had received instruction from the Taotai Superintendent of 
Customs to that effect. On the 9th of November, the British 
Consul, Mr. Bullock, saw the Taotai at Mr. Bush's request but 
could accomplish bothing. On g° same day Commissioner Hughes 
likewise saw the Tactai and on his return from the interview 
he called at Bush & Co's hong and informed them that the Taotai 
was acting under orders from the Tsungli Yamen. On the llth 
November Mr. Hughes telegraphed the Inspector General of Customs 
on this subject but it is not known what answer he received, 

On the 13th November the "Rheingold" arrived at Newchwang, 
Similar application was made in her behalf and likewise refused. 

These steamers were accordingly compelled to sail to 
Shanghai and thence to Kobe causing one to be four days and one 
six days longer en route for which the American Trading Co. were 
compelled to pay their owners $150 per day each or $1500 in all, 
as well as for 65 1/2 tons of extra coal costing $616.13 and 
pilotage at Shanghai $271.99. In addition they incurred extra 
expense for insurance, telegrams, consular fees etc,., making, 
with interest up to March lst, 1896, the total sum of $3080.63, 


to which interest must be added to date of payment. 
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hen this claim was first presented to Your Highnesses and 
Your Excellencies you sent a reply, vis. on September 10, 1896, 
in which you quoted ay report from the Inspector General of 
Customs in which he asserted that beans could not, according to 
oe ve be exported from Newchwang. In my reply to you of October 
29th, 1896, I conclusively. showed that for several years beans 
had been habitually exported by ships of all nationalities from 
Newchwang and an open record of their export was published by 
the Inspector General in his Returns of Trade, 

The Inspector hiieoet further asserted in his said report 
that the Customs authorities have no control over the destination 
of ships, the fact is, however, that in this case the Taotai 
at Nerdheina did control these ships by refusing to allow them 
to take their cargo to Japan. This fact is sworn to by Mr. Bush, 
a reputable English merchant, it was well known to Mr. Hughes, 
Commissioner of Customs, who carried out the Taotai’s refusal 
and it was discussed with the Taotai by the British Consul, Mr. 
Bullock, and the agent of the steamer was informed by Mr. Hughes 
that the Taotai was acting on your instructions, The actian of 
the Taotai was wrongful anc enweereives tak I request you to pay 
the damages therefrom.resulting to the bona fide charterer of ihe 
ship, the American Trading Co. This case has been long pending 
through the defence of the Customs which have had no relation 
to the merits of the questions, and I must now request your prompt . 


attention to it.

I am in receipt of your despatch No.5380 of the ith ultimo, 
wherein you enclose a communication from Mre Landis explaining 
at lenath the charges made against him by Mr. Ku ex-mazistrate 
of Kwai Un relating to the arrest of Lau A, Tsing. 

The letter of Mr. Landis covers ehout the same ground as 
the one enclosed in your despatch Wo.577 of September 9th last, 
but is more speégific in repelling the charges made against him. 

In both of these cormunications Wr. Landis states that he 
threatened the Magistrate that he "would report the case to 
higher authorities". It appears to me that this threat was un- 
warrantable. Mr. Landis had no right tc do any thing but prefer 
a respectful iiainet Ges eatin are that before a trial had better 
,veen onitted, Our missionaries must be careful not to interfere 
in trials of Chinese subjects in the native Courts. oduch inter- 
ference is unwarranted by the Treaties and is regarded by the 
Chinese as derogatory to the rights of the Government. 

While I do not approve of Mr. Landis’ conduct 1 will, never- 
theless, represent to the Tsungli Yemen that the charges specified

The Revised Resulations alter 
this in accordance with later Treaties. 

For the penalty of confiscation of ship and carro it is 
proposed to substitute punishment in accordance with Treaty 
provisions. 

With racard to the provision in the Old Reculaticns for the 
pevrent of duty, it will be found on examination that it is not 
now in harmony with Art. V of the snare Rerulations. That article 
provides that “where nntive produce is shipped set a river port-- 
Fee ee the shipper must pay both export and coast trade duty 
" nefore he ships it", whereas accordine te the Article under 
consideration “native produce when exported shall pay duty as at 
"Treaty Ports". New the present rule at Treaty Ports is that 
"Native produce carried coastwise povs full export duty at the 
"pert of shipment and at the port of entry ccast trade duty." 
Thus by Article I native produce before shipment is to pay both 
export and coast trade duties, while by Art. V it is onlv tc pay 
export duty. 

There are some other respects in which this Article of the 
Old Regulations is in disagreement with Art. V, ant it is further 
Opposed tc what has been the practice since the Rereulations have 
been in force, 


Art. II The only chonce in the present classification of vessels 
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is the introduction into Class II of lorchas and sailine vessles 
running regularly on the river. 
The provisions as to the carrytine of arms and ammunition 
were cof - course intended to prevent assistance beine given to the 
rehels on the River, and are now no lenrer needed.

Your Highnesses and 
Your Excellencies: 

I have the honor to bring to your notice 
the plans and purposes of what are called the Philadelphia Museums 
I am informed that His Excellency, Wu Ting-fang, your Minister 
at Washington, has already made you acquainted with these plans 
and purposes. At all events this distinguished gentleman made 
a very excellent’ speech at the J&st*tmeeting of the Advisory soard, 
on which occasion the President of the United States also spoke. 
Mr. Wu, also, promised to inform you thoroughly as to the opera- 
tions of the Museums, Lest, however, his communication has not 
come to hand I subjoin a brief account of this great institution. 

The Museums are designed to bring together samples of the 
products of the whole world in order that they may be studied 
and investigated so as to determine their commercial value in 
the United States and thereby aid in their introduction to the 
commerce of America. 

There are many Departments in the Museums and the exhibits 
now fill one hundred and fifty rooms, These exhibits, being 
samples of merchandize from all countries, are shown to the 
manufacturers of America so that theyncan ascertain exactly what 
goods to order. They can thus. see all the styles of goods, and 
learn at the same time the prices thereof, and every fact concern- 


ing them. 
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There are Libraries, Scientific and Experimental Departments, 
a Bureau of Information and other appendages, I send herewith 
a pamphlet describing these Museums more in detail. 


Connected with the Institution is an AdvisoryBoard composed 


of official delegat appointed either directly by the various 
Governments of the’ world, or by the representative commercial 
bodies in the various countries, This Board has for its purposes 
the development of commerce, 

The Museums earnestly desire to interest the Government of 
China in their work to the end that they may receive samples of 
all the products of the Empire, both raw and manufactured, such 
as wool, woods, minerals, silk cocoons, manufactured silk, tea, 
porcelain works of art ete. etc. 

The Museums agree to carefully investigate the commercial 
valie of each sample submitted and to report to the proper persons 
or officials of the same, It is also desired that the Library 
of this Institution may recularly receive such official publica- 
tions as may be issued from time to time giving commercial infor- 
mation, 


By the desire of this great Institution I now extend to you 


an invitation to appoint delegates to attend the International 


Commercial Congress to be held at Philadelphia, U.S.A. during 
June 1898. At this Congress there will be in attendance more 


than three hundred of the most prominent business men from all 


pog@tions of the world, I hope that you will be sufficiently je 


interested in this scheme to designate at least eight or ten 


prominent Chinese merchants to attend as the representatives of 
the commercial interests of this great Empire. The. expenses of 
these delegates will be paid by the Institution. Should, however,

i—TuHE Notification to the public—No. 23, hereto annexed—concerning the mail 
service between Shanghai and the northern ports during the winter 1897-98 announces that 
the Imperial Postal Administration, in addition to the usual Overland Courier Service con- 
necting Chinkiang, Tientsin, etc., is about to try the experiment of maritime transport from 
Shanghai to Peitaiho for the transmission of mails to and from the North. 

The Notification also prescribes what kind of public mail matter will be accepted by the 
Imperial Post Office for transmission by land and what by sea, and the conditions under which 
it will be forwarded ; and, finally, it accepts a limited responsibility in cases of loss of registered 
articles or parcels, in accord with the practice of the Postal Union. 

2.—The Union Post Offices established on Chinese soil have enjoyed hitherto, and at 
present continue to enjoy, the following facilities, granted by the Imperial Post Office, for the 
transmission of international mail matter destined for, or originating in, any of the Treaty ports 
of China :— 

1. As regards their Inward International Mail Matter from abroad, Union Offices 
may (a.) hand over to the Imperial Post Office the closed mail bags, as they 
arrive from home, to be transmitted to destination and there opened and the 
contents delivered free of charge by the Imperial Post Office—in which case 
China assumes Convention responsibility from the moment the bags enter 
her Offices; or they may (b.) open the bags received from home, hand the 
contents @ découvert to the Imperial Post Office, against proper receipts, for 
distribution or transmission free of charge—in this case China again assumes 
Convention responsibility, as regards registration and parcels, from the moment 
the mail matter is entrusted to her Postal Service. 

; wh. 2. As regards their Outward International Muil Matter, the Union Offices may 
lt os | (a.) hand over to the Imperial Post Office their mail matter @ décowvert duly 
- . prepaid with the necessary Foreign or Chinese stamps, like mail matter 

emanating from the public—in which case China also assumes Convention 

responsibility; or they may (b.) put their several home letters under one 
single envelope addressed to someone in Shanghai, paying full domestic 
postage—in which case the Imperial Administration is not responsible for the 
contents of such envelopes, but merely for the covers themselves if registered. 


choose, hand over to the Imperial Post Office bags or covers closed and sealed 
to be transmitted to other Union Offices in China ; in which case the Imperial 
Administration imposes a tax of $2 per bag or cover and assumes no re- 
sponsibility whatever as regards the contents of the bags or covers, each bag 
or cover being considered merely as a single registered article. 
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These facilities of transmission, moderate transit taxes, exemptions from domestic postage— 
irrespective of distances—for all international matter carried to or from any ports visited by the 
ordinary I.P.0. contract steamers, were granted by the Imperial Postal Administration not 
only in order to show its goodwill towards the Postal Union, but also in order to assist the 
really useful work done by the Union Offices at the great steamer terminus, Shanghai. 


3.—With regard, however, to the winter service now on the point of being opened 
between Shanghai and the northern ports, and with special reference to the transmission of 
Union Office closed mails to or from the northern ports, the Imperial Postal Administration, 
considering the extraordinary expenditure occasioned by the winter service, is compelled to 
impose on closed bags a charge more in harmony with the nature of the service rendered and 
the practice of the Postal Union in similar cases. 


4.—A special Notification—No. 24, hereto annexed—informs the Union Offices that a 
transit tax of 2 francs per kilogramme will be levied on the gross weight of each closed bag or 
cover, irrespective of contents, sent to the Imperial Post Office for transmission to or from 
Tientsin by the winter service—unless domestic postage has been fully prepaid. 

The same Notification also sets forth that the Imperial Administration declines any 
responsibility whatever with regard to the contents of such bags or covers and undertakes only 
to carry such closed mails from one point to another, considering them as registered articles 
governed by registration law, 

The Notification also conveys the information that sealed valises containing the diplomatic 
correspondence addressed by Foreign Governments to their Representatives in Peking or by the 
Representatives in Peking to their respective Governments will, as an act of courtesy, not be 
subject to any fees or taxes and will be accepted and transmitted, by the sea route only, as 
registered covers governed by registration law. 

Finally, the Notification mentions that Union Offices desiring to avoid the transit tax, and 
yet to insure to their registered mail matter or parcels the full protection of the Conventions, 
have merely to hand them over @ décowvert to the Imperial Post Office, which will forward them 
under its responsibility. 


5.—Considering that international mail matter handed in a dieuuant by the public for 
transmission to or from the North during the winter is subject to additional postage and that 
parcels, in addition to transit fees, are subject to Customs law, it would be unfair if similar mail 
matter and articles enclosed in Union Office bags were to travel free of charge and out of reach 
of Customs control. Therefore, the Imperial Postal Administration has no doubt that the Union 
Offices will readily recognise that the terms of the Notification are just, moderate, and con- 
ciliatory ; while the responsibility assumed by China in the case of registered articles or parcels 
~ cannot fail to convince them that the Chinese Postal Administration desires to work in harmony 
with the Postal Union in general and in particular with the Union Offices established on 
Chinese soil. 

6.—As regards parcels, it is well known that parcels are not mail matter. The Parcel 
Post forms the subject of special Conventions to which many nations, although members of 
the Postal Union, have not yet adhered. Special transit taxes are levied on each parcel by 
each country it crosses on its way to destination, and parcels are everywhere amenable to 
Customs law. China has not yet organised an International Parcel Post Service nor has 
hitherto accepted any responsibility with regard to such a service. By Customs rules 
parcels entering or leaving Chinese ports are subject to examination and eventual levy of duty. 
Heretofore, in order not to impede the work of the Union Offices and because the 
of parcels entrusted to the Post was comparatively trifling, the Imperial Post Office has asked 
no questions as to the contents of Union Office closed mails and the Imperial Customs have 
not claimed their right of examining parcels; but the constant increase of the parcel traffic, 
the abuse which unscrupulous people make of the Parcel Post to defraud the Customs under

the unsuspecting shelter of Foreign Postal Administrations, render it necessary to adopt means 
for enforcing China's legitimate rights, and the means adopted to protect the Revenue will 
certainly not appear unjust or vexatious, 


7.—In conclusion, it is necessary to point out that the terms of Notification No. 24 apply 
only to the transport of Union Office closed mails between Shanghai and Tientsin, or vice versd, 
and do not interfere with any special agreement entered into between some Union Offices and 
the Imperial Administration for the transport of closed mails to such ports as are accessible 
all the year round to the ordinary contract steamers of the Chinese Postal Administration.

Dvurine the winter 1897-98 the Imperial Postal Administration will maintain commu- 
nication, by sea and by land, between Peking, Tientsin, Newchwang, Chefoo, Shanghai, and 
Chinkiang. 


MarITIME SERVICE. 


The LP.O. mails will be despatched by the first steamer leaving Shanghai for Chefoo after 
the arrival of the mails from abroad, and will there connect with a special I.P.O. steamer, which 
will take the mails to Peitaiho, Thence the mail bags will be forwarded by rail to Tientsin and 
Peking, and overland to Newchwang. 

Similarly, mail bags forwarded to Peitaiho by the Offices above named will be carried 
to Chefoo and Shanghai by the returning steamers. Dates of departure of steamers or closing of 
mails will be duly notified by the Offices concerned. 


OVERLAND SERVICE. é 


Conjointly with the sea service, couriers will continue to ran—as in former years—thus :— 

Between Tientsin and Chinkiang, and vice verad, daily from about the 11th December to 
the 21st February, and be en route about 12 days. 

Between Tientsin and Newchwang, and vice vered, twice a week from about the 23rd 
November to the 16th March, and be en route about 6 days, 

Between Tientsin and Chefoo, and vice versed, three times a week from about the 11th 
December to the 21st February, and be en route about 10 days, 

Between Tientsin and Peking, by rail, and vice versed, daily. 


Posting Mar MAatTrer. 


For the overland route the I.P.O. will receive and forward only ordinary mail matter, such 
as letters, newspapers, periodicals, and books of small weight or volume; but by the sea route 
any kind of mail matter, as also parcels, may be forwarded. 

Letters and papers intended for the sea route should be marked “ By steamer.” Articles 
on which the route preferred is not designated will be liable to be forwarded by the first overland 
courier.

(a.) Domestic parcels, Chinese or Foreign, sent to or from any of the northern ports, 
by the sea route, will be subject. to double the ordinary Domestic Tariff. 

(b.) International parcels, Chinese or Foreign, sent to or from any of the ports north 
of Chefoo, by the sea route, will be subject to a special transit fee of 20 cents 
(=50 centimes), levied in advance in the case of outward, or collected from 
the addressee in the case of inwar, parcels. 

(c.) All parcels—domestic and international, inward and outward—are subject to 
Customs law. . Each parcel must be accompanied by an accurate declaration 
of weight, nature, and value of contents. Outward international parcels must 
be examined by the Customs before posting: inward international parcels, as 
also all domestic parcels, will be examined at destination; but outward 
domestic parcels must hand in to the Customs the preceding declaration 
before posting. No parcel will be accepted or delivered by the LP.O. unless 
Customs rules have been complied with. 

N.B—By International is signified whatever is departing for or arriving 
from a place not in China. 
By Domestic is signified whatever is departing for or arriving from 
a place in China. 


RESPONSIBILITY. 


The Imperial Postal Administration will make every effort to forward mail matter and 
parcels safely and promptly, but will not be responsible for delay in transmission nor for losses 
or damage arising from cases of force majeure. In the case of the loss, through the fault or 
neglect of the Administration, of a registered article of mail matter, the sender or the addressee 
will be entitled to an indemnity of 50 francs; and in the case of the loss of, or damage to, 
a parcel, to an indemnity corresponding to the real value of the loss or damage, but not 
exceeding 25 francs—the Imperial Administration being in such cases guided by the practice 
of the Postal Union.

NOTIFICATION No. 24. - 


Wrira reference to Notification No. 21, setting forth under what conditions closed mails 
delivered to the LPO. by a Postal Union Post Office at any of the Treaty ports of China 
for transmission to another Union Office at any other Treaty port would be accepted and 
forwarded, it is hereby notified that during the coming winter closed mails handed in for 
transmission to or from any of the ports closed in by ice will be subject to the following rules :— 

1.—Closed mails addressed from abroad to a Union Office at Tientsin will be accepted 
by the LP.O., from the corresponding Union Office, for transmission to Tientsin, provided the 
bags be in their original state and bear their original seals and do not exceed in weight 
the Postal Convention limit of 40 kilogrammes (88 fb.). 

2.—Closed mails, bags or covers, made up in any of the Union Offices for transmission 
to or from Tientsin will be accepted by the LP.O., provided the bags do not exceed the LP.O.

4-—The Imperial Postal Administration declines any responsibility whatever-withr regard 


tothe contents of Union Office closed mails. They will be transmitted by the sea route with 
all possible care and promptitude; bat in case of loss or damage no other indemnity will be 
paid than that-previded ‘by *thesBostal Convention for the loss of a single registered article 
through causes other than force majeure. 

5.—Union Offices desiring not to incur the tax mentioned under § 3 and to insure to 
each article of registered mail matter or to each parcel the full benefitand protection of Union 
rules have merely to hand over their mail matter or parcels a découvert to the I.P.O., which will 
forward it or them under its responsibility, subject to the terms of Notification No. 23. 

6.—Sealed valises coming from or addressed to a Foreign country containing the 
diplomatic correspondence addressed by Foreign Governments to their Representatives in 
Peking or by the Representatives in Peking to their respective Governments will, as an 
act of special courtesy, not, be subject to any fees or taxes and will be transmitted, by the 
sea route only, as registered covers governed by registration law.

Germany's Proclamation. 
Ti, by name, The Commander of the German Squadron on the 
Oriental seas hereby issues a proclamation of Dissent. I, the 

High Officer, in obedience to my Great Emperor's Commands, have 
landed marines and have occupied KiaoChou Bay, together with the 
heights to the eastward and the adjacent islands, and do hold 

and guard the same within the following boundaries: 

On the west side beginning at the hill Tungdhan on the coast 
and running thence by a straight line to a point 18 li above 
high tide on the west side of Kiao Chou Bay; thence (north).to 
Ta Pu T’un where is a Custom House; thence in the same direct fon 
to the confluence of two rivers, the Kiao and the Ta Ku by inant . 
thence eastward to the sea coast and on to the oentre of Lao Shan 
Bay; the easterly boundary to run from the said centre of Lao 
Shan Bay southward to the islan Kia Ti Miao Tao and on to the 
island Cha Lien Tao. 

The above described territory is to be held and guardei by 
Germany. This seizure is on account of a certain murder committed 
at a Berman Mission Church in the Province of Shantung, for which 
China is expected to make reparation, and to secure such reparation

In the matter of the Chu Yeh case, the Governor of Shantung, 
Li Ping-heng, failed to take protective measures, and it was 
only after he received a telegram from the Tsuncli Yamen to hold 
an investigation, that he reported the matter to the Throne. He 
is certainly deserving of blame and should be censured, Let him 
be degraded two steps and transferred to another post. This 
punishment cannot be commuted, 

Hsi Liang, Taotai of the Yen I Tsao Chi circuit is hereby 
removed from his post. The Brigade General of Tsao Chou, Wan 
Pen-hua, and the Prefect of Tsao Chao, Shao Cheng-chao, are depriv 
ed of their official rank but allowed to remain in office, 

The propagation of religion by Westerners is provified by 
the Treaties. The missicnaries come to China from afar - several 
thousands of miles - and our officials and people should with 
especial care befriend them. In spite of all, the case of the 
murder of two missionaries, in the Chu Yeh District in Shantung 
occurred - an affair greatly to be lamented. The persons concern- 
ed in the murder have already, according to law, been rigorously 
aealt with. We have authorized churches to be erected at three 
Places and dwelling housed at seven places in order to make known 
the fact that we entertain 2 feeling of compassion for persons 
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coming from afar, 


In future, Chang Ju-mei, the Governor of Shantung, must 


instruct his subordinate: officers that they are, in good earnest 
to give proper protection to the missionaries. In the event 

of worthless and reckless fellows again making trouble and conm- 
itting acts of violence, the local authorities of the place will

In answer thereto I have to state that there is no Patent 
uffice in China, There is en prohinition against the introduction 
of patented articles in this Country. 

With regard to copyright, trade-marks, and patents, there are 
no treaties between the United States and China. Shouli 1isputes 
relating thereto arise between American citizens in Chine they 
would be tried before the American Consuls and decide! according 
to the lee of the United States. A patent held valid in the Uni- 
ted States would be so held in China in all cases in which 
Americans are Raeerest ed. 

pene pubbebiy within the power of the United States to 
establish an office in China where registration might be effected, 
or the proper steps for cbhtaining a patent could be taken, but 
nothing of this kind has been done. 


It follows from the absence of such an office that all the 


ibe steps must Pe taken in the United States. 
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matters in the same relation to American citizens as the inhabi- 
tants of any foreirn country. Te international recornition of 
rights to patents, trademarks atc. depends entirely on Treaties. 
In the absence of such Treaties there is nothing to prevent 
American books being reprinted, American trademarks copied, and 
native produce sold under them and American patented soods repro- 
duce’ by native workmen. The native laws, however, give remedies 
for fraudulent representation or obtaining money under false 
oratenges. I have on several occasions applied to the Chinese 
Government to furnish protection arainst the fraudulent use of 
American trademarks. In each case enerretic action has bean 
taken by the local macistrates. and the perpetrators of the frauds 
have been punished and daw ices assessed. 

Beyond such preventive action I do not.see how uniter exist- 
ing Preatias anid laws the Goverrment o* Chinn can 40 anythine.

Its position is.thus an important one, commanding as it 
does the trade “tt allt the whole western part of the province. 
of this peade the most important item is the great quantities 
of A which is rafted down from the mountain districts, and 
Jugal to every part of the Yang-tze valley, also coal, rice, 
oils, tea and other products, 

The population of Ch*ang-teh Pu at a rough guess may be 
between two and three hundred thousand, and for a Chinese city it 
seems to be fairly healthy. 

The people are more friendly to foreigners than in almost 
any other place in the province, and the past year has seen a 
great awakening, and a new demand for western knowledge and things 
Already such articles as condensed milk, forsign flour, lamps, 
glass ware, cutlery, dry-goods, toys, etc. can be purchased in 
the stores, and doubtless other goods would find a market as the 
demand for them is created. 

The literary men of the city are forming classes for the 
study of English, and are asking:for foreign books, while there 
is talk among the more progressive of a line of steam launches 
to ply bétween Ch‘ang-teh and Hankow. Owing to the insufficient 
depth of the Tung-ting lake, none but small launches could be 


uSed, but all these things are evidences of a great change and 


forward movement, which we are giad to say is not confined to 
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in the Christian religion. A few have been baptized as converts, 


and others are showing an interest and inquiring concerning the 
truth. There can be no doubt that both for purposes of trade and 
for missionary work the city of Ch’ane-teh Fu is a most important 
centre.

January last, the Yamen received two communications from Baron 
Heyking, the Minister for Germany, anquiring as to whether coods 
import ed vy foreign merchants in transit inland could be sold en 
route, as it was a matter which greatly concerned the trading 
interests of both Chinese and foreigners and requested that the 
various Likin authorities should be instructed not to interfere | 


with sales of imports en route inland.

The Yamen, at the time, referred the question to the inspec- 
tor-General of Customs, for his careful consideration and to 
devise some means of dealing with it. On the 28th of vecember 
last the Inspector-General of Customs reported as follows;- 

By Article VII of the Rules of Trade. "In the case of 
Import s: - Notice being given at the port of entry, from which 
the imports are to be forwarded ibenai of the nature and quantity | 
of the goods, the ship from which they have been landed, and the | 
place inland to which they are bound, ‘with all other necessary 
particulars, the Sollector of Castoms will on due inspection 
made/ and on receipt of the transit duty due, issue a transit- | 
duty ee This must be produced at every barrier station | 
_ No further ‘duty will be leviable upon imports so 
ated, no wes Ser how distant the place of their destination 
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them liable to confiscation" and “any attempt to pass goods in 
excess of the quantity specified in the certificate will render 
all the goods of the same dencmination, named in the certificate, 
liable to confiscation," The Treaties, therefore, provide that 
the destination of all 2004s inland must be reported to the 
Customs. It is known, therefore, that the issue of transit 
certificates by the Customs is to cover goods from a treaty port 
to a place inland $0 as to avoid the levying of further duty. 
These certificates must be produced at every barrier station and 
visaed and no further duty will be leviable upon goods so certifi- 
cated, no matter how distant the place of their destination. 

It is further stipulated that any attempt to pass goods 
inwards or outwards x x x will render them liable to confiscation. 
It is evident that when the treaties were made it was not contem- 
plated that goods going inland were to be sold at places en route 
and the tariff rules merely provided that goods could be sent 
from a treaty port to a specified place inland and that no further 
duty should be levied on them, 

Hence such being the stipulations of Treaty, imports covered 


by inland certificates are free from paying any further duty from 


the premy pert to the inland place specified. The certificate, 
however, is to be cancelled at the inland place spectros therein, 


and. on being cancelled, the goods are then placed on otal same 


e | 


footing as uncertificated goods and subject to inland regulations. 


The above rules are in accordance with the meaning and 


spirit of the Treaties and hitherto have beenn carried out by the 
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the representations made by Baron Heyking, German ainister, the 
Inspector-General considers that some plan of action must be 
devised to meet the case presented. He suggest; the followings: - 

Certificated goods from a treaty port to an inland place 
duly specified, shall be free from the payment of further duty. 
On arrival of the goods at the place of destination the certifi- 
cate shall be cancelled. If the entire quantity of goods so 
certificated are sold en route then the certificate must be 
cancelled at the barrier near where the goods were sold. Should, 
however, the entire quantity of goods certificated be sold, - 
only a portion - on the balance reaching the first barrier, the 
quantity and kind of goods sold and the place where sold, must 
be reported by the merchant to the likin officers, who will make 
an intadecnint on the certificate under seal of office and the 
entdine alteucs to pass. 

Stringent. instructions must be issued to the officers of all 
the first barrier stations that they must not receive certifi- 
cates, duly stamped by them_to pass goods a second time. cf on 
examination it be found that such certificates are being used 
by merchants the goods specified in them will poe confiscated. 

The above rule, it would seem will protect the revenues; and 
to allow merchants to sell coods en route will be an aid and 
help towards benefiting their interests." 

The Yamen would observe that when foreign merchants apply 
for Transit passes to cover imports into the interior, the 
passes are cancelled on the goods reaching the place of destina- 
tion, | 
The request made regarding Baron Heyking's communication 
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that hereafter imports may be allowed to be sold en route has for 
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its object the interests of trade. China having in. view the 
desire to cultivate frienily relations with foreign powers, and 

as the question presented is one that will benefit trading 
interests and not cause the likin revenue to suffer, has consider- 
ed the matter and decided to carry into effect the proposal of 

the Inspector General of Customs, 

The Yamen have addressed the Minister Superintendent of 
Northern and Southern Trade ani the Tartar Generals, viceroys ani 
Governors of the provinces to instruct all the likin offices and 
barrier stations to conform to this new rule, 

The Princes and Ministers would ask the Minister of the 
United States to instruct the United States Consul to notify 
American merchants that in future they may sell imports certifi- 
cated for an inland place en route in accordance with the new 


regulations.

Your Excellency: - 

We have the honor to inform Your Excellency that 
the Yamen received a telegram from the Customs Taotai at Chunckine 
stating that the people at Chiang Pei Tine have never been 
friendly towards the Christians. 

Since the riots in the beginning of Kwane Hsu, the French 
missionaries ners not occupied the premises in that locality 
which the officials rebuilt. Last winter an American missionary 
was assaulted at this place. The authorities arrested the 
assailants and punished them. The American Consul, Mr. Smithers, 
insisted that the American missionaries should be allowed to 
have a Mission station there, but two months have elapsed and 
nothing, as yet, has been arranged. It is to be feared that the 

~ American Consul does not consider the feelings of the populace 
towards Christians _ the Taotai requests that the matter be 
laid before the United States Minister informing him that should 


ip the missionaries locate at Chiang Pei Tine and trouble arises, it 


may be difficult to afford them proper protection. 


The Yamen would observe that the Treaties provide for the 


propagation of the Christian religion in all the provinces and 


the local authorities must do their best to grant protection 


to the missionaries.

As Yung Wing was granted a certificate of naturaliza- 
tion by a court in the Unit ed States, and has been given 
passports as an American citizen on several occasions, it 
seems hard to refuse to recognize him as a citizen now. . | 
Nevertheless, in view of the construction placed upon our 
naturalization laws by our highest courts, I do not think 
the Department Souia properly recognize him as a citizen of 
the United States. | 

Before the passage of the act of 1882, expressly for- 
bidding the naturalization of Chinese, the matter was reu- 
lated by our general naturalization laws. In all the acts 
of Congress relating to the naturalization of aliens, from 
that of April 14, 1802, down to the Revised Statutes, the 
language is, "that any alien being a free white person, may 
be admitted to become a citizen", etc. After the adoption 


of the XIIIth Amendment to the Constitution prohibiting 
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slavery, and of the XIVth Amendment, declaring who should be

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U. S., 716) 
And in the case of In re Gee Hop (71 Fed. Rep. 274) the . 
United States District Court held that a certificate of nat- | 


uralization of a Chimaman is void on its face. Gee Hop had 


been naturalized by a court in New Jersey and had subsequent- 


ly obtained from the Department of State a passport as a | 
citizen of the United States. He afterward went to China on 
a visit, and upon his return to the United States presented beg 


‘to the Collector of the Port of San Francisco his certificate 


of naturalization and his passport as evidence of his right 
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to enter and remain in the United States. The Collector 
refusing to admit him, the case was taken on habeas corpus 
to the District Court, which decided as stated ge above. 


To the same ettect Re Hong Yen Chang (84 Cal.,164.) 


I must answer your questions both in the negative. 
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Memorial presented by the Tsungli Yamen settine forth the 
terms and conditions arrived at with the German Minister in the

Whereas in November of last year two German missionaries 
were murdered in the jurisdiction of Tsaochou in the province 
of Shantung, German vessels of war thereupon seized and occupied 
Kiaochou; the German Minister, Baron Heykine addressed the Yamen 
a communication in which he made 6 demands on the Chinese Govern- 
ment and the situation of affairs looked as though peaceful 
relations might be broken off between the two countries, 

The Yamen had already presented the above particulars for 
Your Majesty's information as well as copies of the correspondence 
and memorandums of the interviews had with the German Minister 
on the subject. 

The Yamen discussed with the German Minister the course of 
action adopted by Your Majesty pointing out to him the concessions 
and demands @hina would grant and those she would not grant. 

The German Minister pointed out in an official communication 
to the Yamen, that the Governor of Shantung, Li Ping-heng, had 
frequently disobeyed Your Majesty's commands and his refusing 
to L$Sten to the instructions of his-Government has resultei in 
the present serious case. He demands the degradation of Li Ping- 
heng and that he never again be allowed to hold office. 

To this proposition Your Memorialists peeyrerely refused

Your Memorialists considered what law or precedent there was for 
such cases, and decided that the cathedral should be built with 
a tablet on it containing 5 characters meaning "this cathedral 
is erected by the Emperor", the estimated cost to be 66,000 Taels, 
The murderers must necessarily be punished and an indemnity 
paid for loss of life to the missionaries. 
The German Minister has stated, however, that the two 
murdered missionaries have no relations to which an indemnity 
could be paid and that the money be expended in the erection 
of two cathedrals, one in the city of Tsao-chou and the other 
at Chang Chia-chuang in the district of Chu Yeh,

Your Memorialists stated to him that the Treaties provided for | 
the protection of missionaries and their churches, but outrages 
committed by outlaws happen sudé@enly and without warning, hence 
it is impossible to forever guarantee that outraces shall not 
occur again. 

The Gefman Minister also requested that an Imperial Decree 
be issued ordering the officials to act in good earnest, in 
accordance with Treaty stipulations, to protect the missionaries. 
As the Yamen has no record’of the places where the Geman mission- 
aries are located, the German Minister has promised to furnish 
same. Your Memorialists would further state that they informed 
the German Minister that in the matter cf the delinquent officials .

receive, whether they should be transferred to other provinces 


or degraded.

Your Memorialists told him that they could only agree to a line 


being built from Kiao-chou to the capital city, Chi Nan, The 


question of building other lines to connect with Chinese lines 


could be considered after the first line was built. Shares may 


be issued to Chinese as well as Germans, but it is distinctly 


understood that Germany will not encroach on any Chinese territory 


in Shantung, and a separate agreement is to be drawn up to this 


effect. There is no need in- this matter to follow the Russian 


system, the Chinese and German Governments are to arrange it 


themselves. The German Minister further requested China to pay 

to Germany the sum of sevenai million of taels to defray the 

expenses incurred by Germany in this case. This, Your Memorial- 

ists refused to give assent, on the ground that it was an unreason 

able demand, but considering the friendship that has existed 

between China and Germany for several tens of years and of the 
assistance formerly rendered by Germany to China, Your Memorial- 

ists stated that other questions, having no relation to the | 
missionary case, could be condidered; these however must be 

regarded in the nature of a separate case. 

In the matter of the payment of expenses incurred by Germany 
which Your Memorialists positively refused to agree to, the 
German Minister said he would have to refer the question to his 
Government. After a delay of about 10 days, Your Memortalists 


the German Minister on the subject several times,

until he finally waived the claim for expenses in landing marines 
and withdrawing them etc. 

Considering that there has never been any disagreement 
existing between China and Germany and that the German Government 
came to the assistance of China in securing the evacuation of 
the Liao Tung Peninsula by the Japanese for which she has never 
been recompensed, and further as England, France and Russia have 
taken maritime ports in the East and as Germany has no port as a 
rendezvous for her vessels and for a coaling station her position 
is not equal to the other great powers. Your Memorialists have 
On several occasions received notes and telegrams from Hsu Ching- 
cheng Chinese Minister to Germany stating that Kiaochou is the 
shane that Germany has been longing for, hence in February of 
iast year Your Memorialists asked the sanction of Your Majesty to 
the building of a dock there. The question of devising some arr- 
angements was therefore taken Mp in hand. In November last the 
missionary case Occurred, and Your Majesty issued a decree 
ordering Li Ping-heng to cause the arrest of the murdererd. That 
the Germans were planning to get a maritime port, Your Majesty had 
received due notice of. As a result of the murder of the two 
missionaries the German vessels of war seized Kiao-chou and sent 
detachment s of troops on shore. They went straight to the 
district city of Chi Mo for the purpose of making observations. 


The German Emperor has deputed his brother to come to China in 


command of some vessels of war and it is impossible to ascertain 


his purpose. 


The German Minister submitted in connection with the mission- 


meee. ‘six demands which he insisted should be complied with 


on the sed of China, out he would not say a word as to whether 
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Germany would evacuate Kiaochou. Your Memorialists corresponded 
and argued the question with the German Minister, He finally 
stated that Germany wished to lease Kiaochou and territory 
inland, extending 100 li, upon the same conditions as the settle- he 
ments and concessions at the ports, the rent to be paid annually; 

that the territory should be self-governing i.e. under Germany, 

but still belong to China. He sent a communication on the ques- 

tion of leasing this territory, containing five articles, which

Your Memorialists suomit the foregoing to Your Majesty and 
reverently await your decision in the premises. 

Your Memorialists would further state that they have written 
to the Governor of Shantung so that he may devise all necessary 
arrangements. Germany commenced all this trouble and many of the 
foreign powers have shown a desire to interfere in the matter. 

The Chinese and foreign papers and telecrams have all 


contained comments on it and Your Memorialists decided that 


China and Germany should alone discuss and decide the questions 


at stake, and that foreign powers should not be allowed to 


~ 


mediate in the matter, as it is certainly known that foreien 


powers are not sincere in their purpose to come to China's 


assistance in the present emergency; it is in appearance only. 


China has suffered a great deal and there is just a possinil- 


iity that foreign powers in their contest with each cther are 
merely making China a battle field, which renders it most 
difficulyy for her to do anything. 

The present affair should therefore be brought to a speedy 
conni nation. Your Memorialists present this their memorial upon

In my despatch No. 2861 of the 4th ultimo I enclosed a trans- 
lation of a queres vy which Li-Ping-heng wasdegraded two stepa. 
The decree states that lie is to be “transferred to another post"; 
put this is merely formal and means nothing. The terms satisfied 
Germany ona may be, therefore,taken as sufficfent punishment. 

‘The appointment of Li-Ping-heng as Viceroy of another prov- 
“tame ba revoked. It is altogether certain that he never will be 
eppoint. - to  etttee again, 
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inflicted on Li-Ping-heng. I shall for that reason await your
